Columbia, 8, C., Jan, 6.—That the
time has come to lift South Carolina
out of the mud was the unanimous
sentiment of the representative 'men
from over the state who gathered at
the Jefferson hotel Friday afternoon
to discuss plans for ‘& campalgn to
secure good roads legislation at the
coming session of the general as
sembly. A permanent organization
was perfected and the drive for a
bond issue sufficiently large to con
nect every county seat In the state

with concrete roads will begin at
once,
The state highway committe

which will direct the campaign is
composed of one represenfative from
each congressional district, as fol
lows: First, R. G. Rhett, of Charles-
ton; second, to be selected: third
James M. Pearman, of Anderson
fourth., J. W. Norwond, of Green-
ville; fifth, John T Stevens. of Ker-
shaw: sixth, D. W. Alderman. Jr.,
of Florence; sevenih, Frank ) .4

Possibly By Now is En Route
to This Country on
Transports.

SOON DISCHARGE 1,000,000
That Number of Men Designated
for Early Demobilization at
the Various Camps Through-
out the United States.

Washington, Jan, 6.—The 1311
division, composed of North Caro
Jina, South Carolina and Tennesseo
troops, is coming =as soon as ships
can be provided for the transporta-
tion. This was announced here by
General Peyton C. March, chief of
staff.

After stating that the number of
men designated for early discharge
within the United Stasrs now reach
the ‘total of 1,000,000, Genera
March authorized the following re-

garding plans for the return to the
United  States of soldiers mnow
abromd:

“The nwmber of men that hav

been desigmated forearly return to the
Inited States in addition to thoss
whoe have already sailed is 292,000
In additlon the 230th, 37th and 91s
divisions and second corps head
quarters ‘totaling about 83.060 men
have been put on priority and will be
released as shipptng becomes avuil-
able. This makes the total availabla
for early discharge of 1.397,000
m™en.''
